Another witness named above lives 
a( 1524 Ritchie Road, a few blocfcs from defendant's residence at Darlinglon Sireel, Defendant 
hasbehaved violently toward both of ihese witnesses in the past. The witness with whom 
defendant lives and whose testimony defendant attempted to influence Is a juvenile. In order to 
protect the safetyof both witnesses, as well as prevent defendant irom continuing his efforts to 
obstructjustice by persuading a witness lo testify falsely, the government respectful ly submits 
(hat defendant should be ordered to stay away from both witnesses and both residences.

PROPOSED ORDER

Any violation of any of these conditions may result in immediate notification 
being made to the Court and could result in Mr, Berry's prosecution for Contempt of Court as 
well as the revocation of his pretrial release pending final disposition of this case.
